MAMIE SMITH - THE FIRST LADY OF THE BLUES

In our opinion Miss Smith was a phenomena, perhaps being the most important link 
or bridge between the minstrelsy-rag singing of the early 1900's and the blues song 
of the 20's. Her career of more than 40 years commencing at the turn of the cen - 
tury traveled the road from minstrelsy to rhythm and blues.

This Issue is dedicated to the late, great MAMIE SMITH 
"The first Lady of the Blues". 



MAMIE SMITH the girl who was instrumental in starting the 
million dollar Blues industry back in the 1920s was born in Cin- 
cinnati Ohio in 1883. During her earliest professional years she 
worked with a white act, the four dancing Mitchells, moving on 
to the famous Salem Tutt Whitney Show, The Smart Set. She 
came to Harlem in 1913 and as the years passed on she performed 
at such club cabarets as Barron Wilkins, Leroy's, Edmund's, 
Percy Brown, and the Gold Grabins. Perry Bradford, a promising 
composer and entertainer, introduced Mamie Smith to Okeh 
Records, then in its initial years as a record company. In August 
1920, Mamie's first recordings, THAT THING CALLED LOVE 
and YOU CAN'T KEEP A GOOD MAN DOWN, appeared on the 
Okeh release lists and ultimately into the public channels. The 
gratifying response to Mamie's initial and pioneering blues 
vehicle led Okeh in October 1920 to release another Mamie 
Smith coupling, IT'S RIGHT HERE FOR YOU and CRAZY BLUES. 



According to reports the recording sold 75,000 copies at $1.00 
each during the first month. Within the following six months it 
grossed one million copies or one million dollars. Mamie not 
only made her blues throne but she sat on it over the next decade 
like a Queen. The industry rolled out a welcoming carpet for a 
whole school of blues singers . . When the great blues gals like 
Bessie Smith and Ma Rainey finally put their voices down on wax 
in 1923, the blues industry was already in high gear, thanks to 
Mamie's successful recordings. Mamie Smith's ascendency was 
breathtaking. In November of 1920 bookings by the Quality 
Amusement Corporation followed and it was reported that Mamie 
Smith received the largest figure ever paid a colored artist by a 
colored management at that time. In early 1921 she and her 
jazz hounds were on a National tour spreading the Mamie Smith 
popularity. She was supposed to have received $100,000 in 
record royalties. Her theatre engagements were likewise lucra-

tive. Long lines of theatre goers paid $3. 20 top to hear her in 
person. she received as much as $2000 for a one-nighter in 
Norfolk, Virginia at Billy Sunday's Tabernacle which seated 
25, 000 enthusiastic fans. She not only played the famous Negro 
T.O.B.A. circuit from one end to another but she also brought 
her songs to many white audiences as well. The twenties were 
indeed 'golden years' for Mamie Smith. 

In addition to her recording activities for Okeh (later to be 
followed by Ajax and Victor and then back to Okeh) and her 
highly successful engagements, Mamie Smith also went before 
the movies cameras a number of times. One such movie adven- 
ture was Jailhouse Blues with Porter Grainger, Homer Tutt 
Whitney and Billy Mills. 

Mamie smith really lived it up in those days. She had two 
homes in New York City and another home in Jamaica, Long 
Island. Lavishness in the form of expensive furnishings, fancy 
cars and countless luxuries went along with Mamie. Her 
flamboyancy poured over into her personal life as her tempera- 
mental escapades with managers, lovers and husbands made the 
gossip pages. 

Mamie Smith's jazz band accompaniments introduced many 
fledgeling musicians to the public and recording scene. Buster 
Bailey, Sidney Bechet, George Bell, Garvin Bushell, Johnny 
Dunn, Ernest Elliott, Bob Fuller, Coleman Hawkins, Porter 
Grainger, Bub Miley, Curtis Moseby and Willie 'The Lion' Smith 
were a few of the aspiring young 'Jazz Hounds' of Mamie Smith. 
It would be difficult to believe anyone of Mamie's stature 
could take a fall. As the 1929 depression passed and the 1930s 
came into being Mamie entered a period of gradual decline 
leading into obscurity. . . 

In 1940 Mamie Smith at the age of 57 made a gallant try at 
a comeback. She made a movie short in which she sang Harlem 
Blues (on the same kick as Crazy Blues) accompanied by Lucky 
Millinder's band and her voice was resonantand powerful. The 
comeback was shortlived as Mamie was failing physically. Her 
fortunes had disappeared and she was near penniless. The 
generation who had made her 'Queen' were either gone or had 
forgotten her. On September 16, 1946 at the age of 63 years, 
3 months and 21 days, after a two year illness in residence at the 
Harlem Hospital in New York City, Mamie Smith passed away. 
She was buried in a mass grave with no stone and no identifica- 
tion in the Frederick Douglass Memorial Park in Staten Island, 
New York. Except for a 3 x 5 card In the Memorial Park's office 
files, Mamie could have completely 'disappeared off the side of 
the earth . We are happy to report that a monument and a 
private grave is now on its way for the FIRST LADY OF THE 
BLUES, MAMIE SMITH.

In the very early 20s Mamie Smith, the greatest blues singer 
at that time, made a public appearance at the City Auditorium 
in Houston, Texas. I had been learning a lot about Blues by play- 
ing her very popular Okeh phonograph records. Her 'CRAZY 
BLUES' was the very end and was selling like hotcakes. I wanted 
to see Mamie so bad but mother could not afford the money for 
the expensive City Auditorium where Mamie was appearing with 
her Jazz Hounds. Miss Smith only played the best theatres and 
auditoriums in those days. But I had a cousin who was quite a 
stepper and she found out how much I really wanted to see Mamie. 
I spent a night over at her house. She dressed me up by letting 
me wear some of her nice clothes. She was going to treat me to 
see and hear Mamie Smith that night. I was really what they call 
today slaphappy when I heard this. We got to the spacious beauti- 
ful City Auditorium which was jammed with at least 3500 people 
and for the first time in life I saw Blues Queen, Mamie Smith in 
her shining glory - and did I see something! ! Wow! ! Miss Smith 
walked out on that stage and I could not breathe for a minute. 
She threw those big sparkling eyes on us with that lovely smile 
showing those pearly white teeth with a diamond the size of one 
of her teeth. Then I looked at her dress. Nothing but sequins and 
> rhinestonesplus a velvet cape with white fur on it. We all went 
wild. And when she sung she tore the house down. Between num- 
bers while the band was playing she would make a complete ward- 
robe change in about a minute and was back in record time for 
her next blues selection. I remember that her second wardrobe 
was a gold metallic dress. Her full voice filled the entire audi- 
torium without the use of mikes like we use today. That was 
singing the blues! ! I was really inspired and I kept plugging to 
become a blues singer. 

Well, I never met Miss Smith again until 1926 in St. Louis. 
Well, honey: by that time I had made it, and the Black Snake 
Blues of mine was really riding on Okeh and all over the country. 
This time I had the chance to shake Mamie's hand through the 
courtesy of John Erby who was my tutor and pianist at that time. 
John and Mamie were good friends. I had the chance to tell 
Mamie how much I admired her voice and wardrobe and her 
beautiful teeth. Mamie was still on big time. How do I know?! 
She told Erby how she had refused to work for less than 2500 dollars 
a week in Kansas City. That was the last time I saw Miss Smith. 



When I heard in 1946 that my Queen Mamie Smith had passed 
and was buried in an unidentified, stone-less grave with two 
strangers, I just grieved. I spoke to different big stars about it but 
no one paid me any attention. So it rode on all the way till 
September 1963 when I made my European Blues Tour. And in 
Germany I spoke to two wonderful great lovers of the blues, 
GUNTERandLORE BOAS (husband and wife), about Mamie. When 
they heard about Mamie's plight they flipped. They gave me 
their assurances that they were going to help get Mamie Smith a 
headstone. And that they did!! On November 30, 1963 they 
worked out a very successful 6 -band jazz blues benefit for the 
purpose of raising the money for the stone and that they did: A 
few days later the headstone was finished. Just a few days after 
that the stone, was on a German ship with a jazz band to see the 
stone off, heading for our New Orleans. We understand that the 
steamship line paid the passage freight itself. How noble! After 
the stone will arrive Editor, Len Kunstadt and myself will take 
over to get the stone to New York and also to raise money for re- 
burial and a new plot for Mamie. 





GUNTER and LORE BOAS 

You know, MAMIE SMITH is justmore than a pioneering blues 
singer. History proves that it was her who started out all this 
blues in a commercial successful way, and today thousands of 
people of every race, creed and nationality are earning their 
bread because of the blues - and millions of people are receiving 
enjoyment by listening to it. How can we forget when we were 
born and how we grew up? Why should we forget Mamie Smith 
That's the real reason behind all these preparations to get Mamie 
a 'stone' in the sun.

Bailey vorifios Hawkins on "I'm Gonna Get You", whioh 
ho aurally evidonood.

Tho company's addross was) 104-49, l65"Ui 
Stroot, Jamaioa 33, L.I., N.Y. , U.S.A. Tho LP advortisod on this labol 
was schodulod to contain twelve titlos, ton by Mamir Smith and two by 
Bardford's Jazz Phoole, but thoro is nothing to indioato that this rocord 
was aotually issuod.
